State Case 
m Murder 
Trial Ends

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - The 


state plans to rest its first-de- 
gree murder case today against 
blon de Candance Mossier and 
her strapping nephew, Melvin 
Lane Powers, in the 1964 slaying 
of her aging, multimillionaire 
husband, Jacques Mossier. 


The defense then opens a pre- 


sentation that is hand-tailored to 
fit the dramatic courtroom tal- 
ents of Pwoers' c h i e f attorney 
Percy Foreman, a towering, 
colorful Texas lawyer. His will 
be the final plea in the case. 


With direct prosecution testi- 


mony at an end, Dade County 
Circuit Judge George Schulz 
confronted routine mid-trial de- 
fense motions — for a directed 
verdict of accquittal, or dismis- 
sal of charges for lack of evi- 
dence. 


However, he is expected to 


cpntinute the trial, n o w in its 
sixth week, with the all-male 
jury rendering the final judg- 
ment.

facing Mrs. Mossier and Pow- 
ers, if convicted as charged, Is 
death in the electric chair. The 
state has described them as il- 
licit lovers, driven by lust and 
greed into a premeditated de- 
sign to kill Mossier, 69.

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Kims Hubby Is 
The Wild Blue Yonder 


Rising as Star 
Is Filled With Things 


Mr. and Mrs. Richard Johnson—some may know Mrs. John- 


son better as Kim Novak—have been married about a year 
now. In that time, they have actually been together only 
two months or so. And it doesn't look as though the future 
will be much better, togetherness-wise. 


"But that's the nature of the business," Richard says. "It's 


no fun, but we have to learn to live with it." 


To make their separations even more trying, there are the 


gossip columnists. Ordinarily, Kim and Richard find the wild 
rumors they report laughable. 


"Mostly," he says, "they are no real problem. It gets so

NEW YORK — (NBA) — Airplanes have 


not only filled the air with thousands of peo- 
ple, but also with mice, eggs, dogs, ducks, 
flowers, steaks, caviar, antiques, snakes, ice 
cream and igneous, metamorphic and sedi- 
mentary rocks. 


Carefully hidden in the hold of practically 


every commercial airliner in this country is 
an assortment of stuff which has to be taken 
from point A to point B quickly and easily. 


Between Air Express, a partnership ol 


REA Express and all 39 scheduled U.S. air- 
lines, and the air freight services of the air- 
lines, some 2.1 billion pounds of cargo was 
transported from hither to yon last year. 


Although air transportation isn't exactly a 


new thing (Air Express was started in t!)27), 
it never really got off the ground, so to 
speak, until the 1950s. 


For example, in 1931, Air Express handled 


9,074 items. In 1947, it shipped 3.7 million 
pieces. Last year, the organization made fl.2 
million shipments. Ernil Seertip, REA vice 


president in charge of Air Express, predicts 
a doubling of shipments in the next few- 
years. 


Despite the tremendous growth in air- 


shipping over the last few years, Seerup and 
others in the industry feel that the full 
capabilities of air shipping are being mas- 
sively under-used. Says he: 


"Airplanes take off with only a small per- 


centage of their cargo space actually used. 
Today, each one of the 10,000 scheduled daily 
passenger flights can accommodate 16,000 
to 19,000 pounds of cargo. 


"In addition, many airlines are adding the 


new, huge freighter jets to their fleets. And 
these monsters are capable of lifting 92,000 
pounds of material. So the air freight indus- 
try has nowhere to go but up." 


Railroads and truckers arc not about to 


give up any of their business to the air with- 
out a figlit, however. Up to now, groundsmen 
would glumly agree that perishable items 
might better be shipped by air, though they 
would point to their own refrigerated rail- 
road cars and trucks at the same time. 


Then, loo, surface shipment has always 


been a lot cheaper. 


Air Express' Seerup points out, however, 


that "shippers arc not aware of the advan- 
tages of air shipping. For example, the cost 
of shipping a 20-pound package from Chicago 
to New York by air (including door-to-door 
delivery) is $6.20. By truck, it's $6.82."

of arsenic," Humphrey said.

Ky, queried about Kennedy's 


suggestion in Saigon, snapped:

, NEW YORK—(NEA)—Can presidents also 
'Iserve as trend-setters for men's fashions? 
Or more specifically, should they? 


Through the years, a couple of presidents 


have had a c e r t a i n influence on styles. 
Herbert Hoover's three-inch c o l l a r s were 
once popular in Republican circles, you'll 


recall. 


And the H a r r y Truman 


shirt—that impossibly loud 
Hawaiian-Miami Beach item 
—while not really accepted 
nationally, is now forever 
identified with the former 
Missouri haberdasher. 


President Kennedy popu- 


Cochnar 
larized the hatless look and 
the two-button jacket (which 


is still "in"). But President Johnson's favor- 
ite lid, the five-gallon sombrero, never quite 
.attained fame east of the Mississippi River. 


With the exception of Kennedy, presidents 


have not been regarded as fashion plates and 
have been inclined to favor conservative, 
statesmanlike garb (when a commentator 
calls a president "colorful," you can be sure 
he's not referring to the presidential ward- 
robe). 


President Johnson, though a gaudy Texas- 


style dresser earlier in his career, can now 


t, be regarded as a no-nonsense member of the 
*'White House School of Understated Fashion, 


except, of course, when he's back at The 
Ranch. 


The other day, John Taylor, editor of the 


British magazine, Tailor and Cutter, bluntly 
announced that the President's style of dress 
adds up "to a fat, round nothing." 


So Sy Devore, the Hollywood tailor who 


specializes in iridescent fancies for The Stars, 
immediately rushed to Johnson's defense. 
Said he: 


"The President dresses the way a robust, 


vigorous outdoorsman should dress and this 
is probably what bothers the British." Devore 
added, somewhat gratuitously, that British 
stylists favor the effeminate look and dislike 
seeing a man dress like a man.

CLOSE 
OUT 
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Shotgun Killings 
Are a Nuisance

HOLLYWOOD (NBA) 


James Caan took his sawed-of? shotgun 


out and aimed it at the man with the mus- 
tache. Then he pulled the trigger, and there 
was a shattering noise. 


The main spurted blood from his chest and 


crumpled to the floor. The pattern of the 
shotgun blast hit the wall behind him, and 
bits of wood flew through the air as the wall 
seemed to explode. 


"Very good," said director Howard Hawks, 


and everyone breathed a tremendous sigh 
of relief. 


This was a scene for "El Dorado," which 


stars John Wayne and Robert Mitchum, and 
it was a triumph for the special effects team 
headed by David Koehler, 


A shotgun killing is one of the hardest 


scenes to rig. And it has to be done in one 
take, or a whole day's work is wasted. 


TO BEGIN WITH, the special effects men 


planted nearly 100 explosive pellets in the 
wall behind which stuntman Bill Hickman 
was to stand. Each of these pellets was wired 
to one detonator. 


Other pellets were imbedded in a leather 


vest Hickman wore, with a sponge rubber 
padding between the vest and his skin. 
These, too, were connected to the detonator. 
And they were affixed to capsules of movie 
blood — red paint. 


Thus, when the detonator was switched 


on — to synchronize with Caan pulling (he 
trigger — all the pellets exploded. The ones 
in the wall shattered the wood. The ones in 
Hickman's vest broke open the blood cap- 
sules and the red paint streamed out. 


The camera crew and all the bystanders 


crouched behind heavy plastic shields, but 
fragments of wood still showered down. I 
got a small bit in my hair, and so did Char- 
lene Holt, the film's female star, who was 
standing next to me. 


"They're ruining my saloon," Charlene 


said. In the film, she plays the proprietor 
of the Broken Heart saloon in El Dorado, 
Tex., in the 1870s. 


After the scene was shot, Charlene went 


off to a soundproof room to work on her 
voice. She screams, all by herself, to acquire 
a certain huskiness she thinks is becoming.

—The 16,000 people of this 
little city had no trouble at 
all understanding the bitter 
issues in New York's mayor- 
al campaign. 


The two cities have com- 


mon problems. Civic apathy. 
Dirt. Pollution. 


"You name the problem." 


says Struthers Mayor Stanley 
Davis, "and we've got it." 


Davis and New York Mayor 


John Lindsay have much in 
common: Each is the first Re- 
publican mayor to serve his 
city in 20 years. 


R o t h 
inherited 
financial 


messes, but Davis has gone 
Lindsay one step worse: Un- 
like New York. Struthers is 
flat broke. 


Nobody is saying how much 


Struthers has in the bank, or 
how much it owes. But it's 
common 
knowledge 
in the 


community that the two fig- 
ures aren't even close. 


Firmly 
fastened 
on 
the 


smog-shrouded 
shore of the 


Mahoning River a few miles 
from YoungstowM, Struthers 
is a typical factory town. The 
air is thick with grime Paint 
and plaster peel from build- 
ings. A stranger gets tho im- 
pression that even a knight

1%0 at a cost of more than 
SI million. A le\y was passed 
to pax for the plant, but there 
was no sewer rental fee and 
the city lost more than S60.- 
000 a year on that plant alone." 


Some of the sewage treated 


at the S t r u t h e r s plant comes 
from Youngstoun and other 


communities. While argument 
raged as to who should pick 
up the tab for the plant oper- 
ation, Struthers <ank deeper 
into debt. 


The court just hasn't been 


able to pay its own way," 
Davis said. "It brings in $20,- 
000 and costs $35.000 to op- 
erate You figure it out." 


Struthers also must shell 


out 
$175.000, 
after 
federal 


aid, for a new city hall and a 
service 
department garage. 


The old one fell apart. 


Mayor Davis recently pro- 


posed a plan ho said would 
save $05,000 a year: 


"We have a private con- 


tractor pick up trash. The city 
pays most of the bill. Busi- 
nessmen 
pay to have their 


rubbish picked up, but other 
residents don't.. I wanted to 
ask the people of the city to 
pay for the collection for one 
year. That would have saved 


us SBii.OOO and we could have 
paid some of our bills." 


The mayor's trash plan was 


defeated. Instead, the coun- 


cil voted to buy trucks and 
start a city sanitation force.

vetoed 
the idea once, but 


council overrode me and now 
we are in the garbage busi- 
ness." 


The worst may be yet to 


come. Davis is now trying to 
stave off a federal order that 
would force Struthers to build 
a secondary sewage plant as 
part of the stepped-up anti- 
pollution program. 


Still, if we all work to- 


gether." Davis said. "I think 
wr can find a way out of this 
mess."

Bakouri denounced Sherif and 


other composers seeking to put 
the Koran to music, branding 
them "violators of a sacred ta- 
boo."
